Ho was the firft Inventer of the Gag 
in France ? F 
Anjw. In the Firft Volume of 


the French Wook of Martyrs, or Hijtory of the Fa- 
mous Edit of Nantes, you'll find im p. 15. that the Ule 
of the Gag was firft Pra€tifed and Invented in che Reign 
of tienry the 4th. of France, purpoflely to hinder ¢ 
Proteftanrs that were put to Death from Speaking 
to the People or finging Pfalms for their Confolation, 
whea they were led ro Execucion. <Anbe/pine (as the 
Author of that Work relates ) who was the firft Invenr- 
er of it, was fome Years after ftruck with the Lou/ie 
Dijezfe. which put him into fo great a Defpair, that 
he defign’d co Scarve himfelf to Death ; which furious 
Refolution obliged thofe which were about him to 
open his Jaws with a Gag, to make him take Nou- 
rifhment by force ; fo that ( as this learned Author ob- 
“ferves ) he increafed the Number of thofe chat have 
been known to iutfer thofe Torments themfelves, of 
which they were the firft Inventers. This Cruel Inven- 
tion of the Gag did not at all diminjfh the Number of 
‘the Proteftants, the Conftancy. of thofe who were burn- 
ed ierving to make more fenfible Impreflions upon Peo- 
ples Minds jn their Favour, chan either their Books or 
Preaching : Buc Hemy the 4th. however was inexorable, 
and tho’ the dolefuli Speétacle of thofe he had caufed 
to be burned alter the Proceffion above-mentioned, and 
their horrible Cryes in the Torments of their Sufferings 
had to deeply ftruck his Imagination, that the remem- 
byance of them was a lafting Terror so him all bis Life 
after, yet did he noe at all abate his Severities, tor they 
Eurned-atter that fome Perfons come from Bezrn into 
France, only for Preaching the Doétrine of their own 
Countrey, among whom Lewis de Marfac was much ta- 
ken Notice of, for that having been a Souldier a)! his 
Life, and being difpenfed with from having a Rope put 
about his Neck at the Seake like other Sufferers, out of 
refpect to that Noble Profeffion, he complain’d that 
fuch a difference thould be made. between him and his 
Brethren, as if by retrenching any thing from the Lofa- 
my of his Punifhmen: they had defigned to Jeffen the 
Glory of bis Conftancy —So that amidit thefe Gags and 
Cruel Executions the Churches took the frmer Roor, 
and there were already fome that were govern’d by a 
reoular Difcipline and fetcied Paftors ; and at Paris it 
jelt, where the Fires mever went out, and winder tke kings 
Nofe there was one which had its peculiar Paftor, which 
io incenfed their Enemies, that they got erected certain 
Courts of Juftice which they called Burning Chambers, 
which burn’d a fufficient Number of thofe who pals‘d 
for Herericks, to deferve the Title given them ; but of 
thefe and their other Cruel Inftruments of Martyrdom you 
inay read more at large in The Firjt Volume of The rrench 
faryrology before recited, where you'll find chat the 
Frenco Protelany were barbaroully treated at their ve- 
rv Births, in their Lives, at their Deaths, and even in 
tucir Funerals. 


Que. Tam a Young Man, and have been a Tra- 
der jor fome Years : It pleated God in my begin-

In Cafe of Extremes, I may not with a fafe 
Con{ctence make a feparate Provifien for my Wife and Fami- 
ly, thd to the Wrong of my Creditors, notwith{tanding my 
Perfon fall be {ubjeét to al their AGions, for I will never 
ftir from them ? 

Quelt. 6. If I find I can have np Favour from my Credi« 
tors, and that my felf (Wife and Children, which are much 
dearer to methan my Life) mujft fall, and [ubmit to their 
Cruel Refolutions, I know no way 10 make provifion for my 
Wife and Children, but my Death, whether you think I m y 
be damned, if by any ait of Negled or Defign, i come fvone 
er to my End than I ought to do, { know it willfare much 
better with my Wife and Children after my Deceafe, than by 
falling intothe bands of my Creditors ? 

Anjw. We are very forry that fo honeft a Manas you 
feem to be, fhou’d meet wich fuch Difeppotarments, 
but much more concern’d that you fhou'd admic the 
Suggeftions of fullying all your paft well meant Aécti-+ 
ons, by one 10 Mean-ipiriced as Self-Murder ; ‘for no- 
thing can more evideatly declare a Maa’s want of For- 
ticude, and pretence of Mind to bear his Affll€tions, 
than fuch a baie way of treeing himfelf from them. 
We think you nave no reaion to believe God Almighty 
has foriaxen you, becaule you are not fo profperous 
ia this World. Ie has been che Cafe of many other 
Good Verions, as frequent Example in Sacred Writ 
aod other Hiltory affure us, belides daily Oceular de- 
monftrations 5 you fhou'd reflect, that whomfoewt God 
loves he chajteneth, and you are to be {azisfi'd, that what-

Yet on the other 
tide, we do not think you Obliged to make over all, 
audio put your felf out of a Capaciry of ever retriev- 
ing your Tortune. If ,our Cate fhou’d prove fo bad, 
that youcan’t pay every one their whole Debt, yee as 
far as you can, but we very much condemn your re- 
folution ef delivering up your felf to your Creditors, 
tor when they have got you, to be fure their Terms 
will be harder. 

Anjw. 6. You fay that if you had but a Years time 
you cou’d pay all your Debts, and make your felt bur 
little the worle for ic ; which time we are apt to think 
you may be able to procure, taking Care the mean 
while chat you live verv providently, for nothing wil! 
be more apt to enrage chem than to fee you wear good 
C loaths, Fat well, and expend high, whilft they want 
their Money ; but if your honeft Intentions, and wife 
Endeavours won't make them aét like honeft Men, in 
forbearing you till you can pay. Be fure you keep your 
Liberty, and make a {inall provifien for your Family, 


without any thoughts of fuck a cifrrel Event, for Mur- 


der certainly is not only an ermanly week Aédlion,
